instructions or failure to seek proper repair as needed for machines using the
shake and sundae dairy mix.

During routine inspections, the regulatory authority will verify this approval is being followed
through dialogue with the person in charge and/or food employees who can describe how
product is handled and equipment is maintained. Machine instruction manuals, NSF testing
and rating information, and McDonald’s standard operating procedures may serve as
supporting documentation during these discussions.
